your rights begin and end. We want 
to make this national organization so 
strong that It will never again be nec- 
essary for us to confer day after day 
with labor leaders to obtain our rights. 


If n man is not a union member nnd 
loyal to you, you must be loyal to 


him. Wo must be able to obtain liberty 
In every sense of the word and not 
merely privileges. 
The conditions are

Wooded, heartless nnd unphllanthroplc view of the offense, taken by most 
people; but It will be noticed that the future of the Juvenile offender In not 
'taken Into account at all. Simply, somebody has been Injured In his person 
•or property and long established custom donmnda that the courts 
shnll 


punish the offender. 


Happily for the protection of thousands 
of good 
children 
Innocently 


drawn Into crime, this method of dealing with juvenllea la being rapidly rel- 
egated to oblivion and few police court Judges are doing more to advance the 
opposite policy—that which would reform the offender by probation rather 
than punish him by a fine or a sentence to some Institution—than Is Judge 
Hadley. He has never yet aentmiced a child to any penal Institution with- 
out expressing deep regret at being obliged to send any child to mingle with 
hardened criminals. 


It la an Injustice to the child for which the stole !s responsible, for a 


.chllfl may be committed to such an Institution for a nlngle offence and re- 
turn prepared for the commission of many. 


Justice Julius M. Meyer of the New York Juvenile court divides the chll- 


1 dren who have been before him as follown:—

Such a classification will be found to hold throughout 
all the 
Juvenile 


i courts, so that It will be clearly seen that It would be absurd to npply the 
game treatment to oil such offenders. Aa in a school Ihr method of Instruc- 
tion must be adapted to the child's receptive faculties, so in handling Juvenile 
offenders each particular case calls for special treatment based upon the sur- 
rounding circumstances. This treatment should be reformative nnd construc- 
tive, not punitive and degrading. 


A Denver Judge of long experience In discussing this point soys:—- 
"Every ca«e against a child must b« judged more from the standard of the 


1 child than from thnt of the man. Tt muat ba Judged more from the laws 
and rules that control ciiiid "?o than from those that should control the liven 
of adults. In the Juvenile court these two worlds meet a» It were, harmony pre- 
vails and the case Is viewed with due regard to each. No one con seriously 
expect a street boy of twelve to rwpect the law Intended for the protection 
of the fruit vender In the same way that we have a right to expect the adult 
to respect a law of no higher sanctity or binding effect for the protection of 
the banker or the merchant In the possession of his money or property. Yet 


i not technically, but positively, the law has to a large extent exacted the 
!• iame respect from each, the snme penalties for a lack thereof. 
| 
"You might as well expect to successfully treat every disease by the 


j,«ame remedy. You might as well expect to cure a child, even though afflict- 
r ed with the same Illness an an ndnlt. with the same doscn, the snme diet, 
; and the same general treatment. And yet n child's moral welfarf, consldor- 
| ing Its relation to the state and to society, and thp fnr-renchlntr Influence ot 


waywardness and criminality upon others, the burden, suffering, anil misery 
that flow therefrom and afflict the whole body politic. Is of Infinitely more 
f.-nportsnc.e than any physical ailment onci demands even more skill, patience. 


. and intelligence." 


Here then Is the aim of the Juvenile court 
nnrt probation 
system—to 


take such offenders entirely out of the hands of the criminal courts no mat- 
ter how grent the delinquency and dispose of the cases by admonition, by 
probation, by placing the offenders under good Influences, by taking them 
away from temptation and directing their efforts upwards towards nn honor- 
able and useful career. 


The principle Is well carried out In our locnl police court under the di- 


rection of Judge Hadley and Probation Officer Slnttery with, however, the 
very great limitations Imposed by the statutes. '

people: but It will he noticed that the future) of the juvenile offender Is not 
taken into account at all. Simply, somebody him been Injured In his person 
or property 
and long established custom demnnds that the courts 
shall 


punish the offender. 


Hnpplly for the protection of thousands 
of good 
children 
Innocently 


drawn into crime, this method of dealing with Juveniles Is bclnn rapidly re-l- 
egated to oblivion nnd few police, court judges are doing more to advance the 
opposite policy—that which would reform tho offender by probation rdther 
than punish him by o fine or a sentence to sonn; Institution—than is Judge 
Hadley. He has never yet sentenced a child1 to any penal Institution with- 
out expressing deep regret at being obliged lo mind any child to mingle with 
hardened criminals. 


It Is an Injustice to the 
child for which Ihe slate Is responsible, for a 


child may ho committed to such an Institution for a single offence nnd 
re- 


turn prepared for the commission of ninny. 


Justice Julius M. Meyer of the New York juvenile court divides the chil-

Such a classification will be found to hold .throughout 
all 
the Juvenile 


courts, BO that It will be cleiirly si-en thai It would be absurd to apply the 
same treatment to all such offenders. As in a school Ihe method of Instruc- 
tion must be adapted to the child's receptive families, so In handling Juvenile 
offeivders each particular cast- calls for special treatment bused upon the sur- 
rounding circumstances. This treatment should be reformative and construc- 
tive, not punitive and degrading. 


A Danvor judge of long experience In discussing this point says:— 
"Every case against a child must he judged more from the standard of the 


child than from that of the man. It must be judged more from the Inws 
and rules that control child life than from those thnl should control the lives 
ofadulta. In the juvenile court these two worlds meet as II were, harmony pre- 
vails and the case Is viewed with due regard to each. No one c*in seriously 
expect a street poy of twelve to respect the law Intended for Ihc protection 
of the fruit vender In the same wny thai we have a right to expect the adult 
to respect a law of no higher Handily or binding effect for the protection of 
the honker or the merchant in the possession of his money or property. Yet 
not technically, but positively, the Ia\v hns to a large extent exacted 
the 


same- respect from each. Ihc name penalties for a lack thereof. 


"Ton might as v>.-ll expect to mei-eisafully trent every 
dlsea*- by 
the 


'same remedy. You might us well expt-ct to cure a child, even though alllict- 
ed with thi* name illness us an ndull, with Ihe same doses, the wtnn- diet, 
and the niiiuc gi-nunil treatment. And yet H child's moral welfare, consider- 
ing its relation to tho slate and to society, and the f.-ir-reaclilng Influence of 
waywardness and criminality upon others, the burden, suffering, and misery 
that now Ihenifrnm nnd afflict the whole body politic, is of Infinitely moro 
Importance tlmn any physical ailment nnd demand.-: even more skill, piillence. 
and intellitrence."

ish tho offender and provent a repetition of the offense.

blooded, honrllops and 
unphllnnthroplc view of the offense, token by most 


people; but it will bo noticed thnt the future of tho juvonilo offender Is not 
taken into account at nil. Simply, somebody has been Injured In hlfl person 
or property 
nnd long established custom demands that 
the courts 
shall 


punish the offender. 


Happily for tho protection of thousands 
of good 
children 
Innocently 


drawn into crime, this method of dealing with juveniles is being rapidly rol- 
I'pated to oblivion nnd fow police court judges nre doing more to advance tho 
opposite policy -that which would reform the offender by probation rather 
than punish him by ft fine or u sentence to some institution—than Is Judge 
Ihulloy. Ho hns never yet sentenced n child to any pennl institution with- 
out expressing- deep regret at being obliged to send any child to mingle with 
hardened criminals. 


It is an Injustice to the 
child for which the stale Is responsible, for n 


child may bo committed to such nn Institution for a single offence nnd 
re- 


turn prepared for the commission of many. 


Justice Julius M. Meyer of the New York Juvenile court divides the chil- 


dren who biive been before him as follows: — 


1. Mischievous children. 
2. Children who Commit crimes because of temptation. 
3. Children who commit crimes because of environment and bad asso- 


ciations. 


4. Children who commit crimes because 
of 
parental 
neglect 
or 
In- 


i-ompetency. 


5. Children with what may bo called criminal tendencies, 
6. • Children who aro runaways uu<l vac rants. 
7. Disorderly and ur.govornuhlo children. 
8. Children who arc neglected or abused by their parents. 
Such a rlnsHiic.itlon will be found to hold throughout 
all 
th(* juvenile 


courts, so thnt it will b<? clearly seen that, it would be nbsurd to apply the 
name treatment to all such offenders. As in n pchool the method of instruc- 
tion must be adnptod to tho child's receptive faculties, so In handling juvenile 
offenders each particular cnse calls for special treatment based upon the sur- 
rounding circumstances. Thin treatment should bo reformative and construc- 
tive, not punitive and degrading. 


A Denver judge of long experience in ditvusping this point pays:— 
"Every case n gainst a child must be judged more from tho standard of the 


child than from thai of the man. It must bo judged more from tho laws 
and rules that control child life than from those thnt should control the lives 
of adults. In the juvenile court these two worlds meet ns It wore, harmony pro- 
vails nnd tho case Is viewed with due regard to each. No ono can sorimis'y 
expect a street boy of twelve lo respoci the law Intended for the protection 
nf the fruit vendor in tho pnnie way Hint, we have a riiiht to expect the adult 
lo respect a law of no higher sanctity ur binding offoct fer Iho protoi-tlim of 
tho banker or tho morolinm in *bo possepninn nf bis money or pn>j>orly. Tot 
not technically, but positively, tho law has to n l.ir£o extent exaetfd 
the 


same respect from ouch, the samo penalties for a lack thereof.
